Synopsis | of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Ths sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
etead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 


Duties—Six months residence upon 


and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 
In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 


cultivation. Pre-emption patent may. 


be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erecta 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

Discrimination: Against Home Madey 
Cloths—A ' Miaguided Polloy . 


—_— 


A few weeks ago the “Journal of 
Commerce” of Montreal, of which the 
Hon. W. S. Fielding, the late Minister 
of Finance, is editor, ‘spoke as fol- 
lows in support of domestic woollen 
‘tubrics: 

“A common complaint among tex- 
tile manufacturers and agents in this 
country is the very apparent prejudice 
In favor of foreign fabrics, or the ‘pre- 
vailing idea that foreign fabrics are 
necessarily superior to those produced 
by domestic manufacturers. This 
ldea has been taught by a few in the 
trade who are interested in selling 
foreign goods, but no,one who is at 
all conversant with the fabrics manu- 
factured by many of our mills places 
any credence on such tales. Still, the 
prejudice continues and our mills are 
compelled to recognize it in consider- 
ing the competition of foreign textile 
manufacturers. ‘ 

“Tha fallacy was fostered years ago 
under the old tariff law with the 
United Kingdom, when practically all 
the woollens and worsteds imported 
were of a distinctly higher than aver- 
age type, owing to the fact that the 
medium and low grade fabrics now 
coming into the country could not be 
imported profitably at that time. To 
assist in securing an: unwarranted 
profit, some jobbers or merchant tail- 
ors placed foreign tickets on much of 
the better grade of their purchases 
from domestic sources, thereby creat- 
ing in the minds of the ultimate con- 
sumers the false impression that all 
of the finer, high grade fabrics were 
of foreign origin. 

“Comparison of fabrics from the 
standpoint of intrinsic worth, perfec- 
tion of manufacture, style, color and 
finish, will convince the unprejudiced 
investigator that the domestic manu- 
facturer has made wonderful progress 
In the development of the industry— 
that Canadian woollen and worsted 
mills are as well equipped as those 
in any other country and are now 
producing fabrics which are fully 
equal to those manufactured abroad. 
Much of the domestic product is prob- 
ably still sold as of foreign manu- 
facture. The custom still exists to 
mark Canadian goods as foreign, but 
merchants feel indignant when their 
attention is called to the fact that 
much of the goods on their shelves 
is domestic make. These same mer- 
chants are the ones who should lead 
the movement to break down this 
prejudice. It is working against their 
interests ss in most cases they are 


Innocent of any attempt to hoodwink 


the consumer. They buy in good faith 
and'as they belfeve that nothing good 
can be made in Canada in the way 
of woollen or worsted goods they 
make little effort to ascertain the true 
origin of the fabrics they buy. It is 
surely a question that deserves 
serious attention from both merchants 
and manufacturers, and 
dealt with accordingly.” 

While written before the war, the 
above statement is of special interest 
at the present time. Most of the 
foreign sources of supply of woollen 
goods are close to Canada to-day. 
Canadians will, therefore, be forced to 
purchase the product of the domestic 
factories during the next few months 
at any rate. Their purchase of the 
Canadian article will be a striking 
object lesson and will convince the 
most skeptical that what is made in 
Canada is equal, value for value, to 
anything that can be produced abroad. 


“MADE-IN-CALGARY” 


Campalgn WIll Bear Fruit For Busl- 
ness Men and Manufacturers 


A few weeks ago there was in- 
augurated in Calgary probably the 
most important campaign that city 
has yet undertaken. In brief, Cal-

The 
money spent over the’ counters of 
your local merchants will do more for 
your own town than a dollar sent 
abroad, and what is{most valuable of 
all, a dollar spent for a product manu- 
factured in your own town will create 
work for your own people, who will, 
in turn, spend their money in your 
own town. Thus you will create an 
endless chain of influences favorable 
to increased activity and prosperity 
ln your own community. 

Not all your requirements can be 
filled by products made in your own 
town, and where you have to go out- 
side of these limits remember the 
products of your nearest neighbor, 
and lastly do not send your money 
outside of Canada until you have ex- 
hausted every source of supply with- 
in the Dominion. 


SOUND ADVICE 
TO MANUFACTURERS 


Protect Interests. of Employes—High- 
est Quality and Workmanship 
In War Supplies © 

A few weeks ago the General Secre- 
tary of the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association addressed an open letter 
to all the members urging them to 
make every sacrifice to protect the' 
Interests of those dependent on them 
for a livelihood. Owing chiefly to the 
war, but also to other’ causes it is 
probable that the coming winter will 
see considerable distress by reason 
of unemployment. In fulfilling their 
responsibilities under the unusual 
conditions that prevail, ‘two courses 
are recommended to manufacturers 
{n the circular in question. 

Employment 

“On the principle that half a loaf 
{s better than none try as far as pos- 
sible to keep all your staff. working 
part time rather than a partial staff 
working full time. Next remember 
that business 
conditions you would forego, because 
{t promised either no profit at all or 
an insufficient profit, is business 
which under existing conditions you 
should accept because of the wages 
{t will enable you to pay to those 
who might otherwise go hungry. Use 
every effort to keep the wheels turn- 
ing. Lose no business in competition 
with an importer until you have ex- 
hausted every effort to’ beat him. If 
need be, take your workmen into -your 
confidence. 
interests, and they may be found will- 
ing to help in ways you would not 
suppose. 

Dependents 


“The dependents of those who have. 
gone to the front will in most cases, 


be provided for out of the Patriotic’ 


Funds now in process of collection. 
See to it that none whom your em- 
ployes have left behind are in present 
want., Report their cases to the local 
directors of the fund, and if you are 
caring for them personally, report 
that fact tco. The families of men 
on active service, who are receiving 
fuil or partial pay from you should 
not be charges upon the fund to the 
same extent as those not sfmilarly 
provided for. Besides that, anything 
you may do in this direction should 
rank as a contribution to the fund, 
and will no doubt be so regarded.”

‘IN MIXED FARMING 


Btatistica Show | “Huge Increase 
Live Stock—Good Effect on 
Business 

The Winnipeg “Freei Press” a few 
weeks ago presented the . following 
figures showing the rapid increase of 
hogs in the Western province,

Although the,exact returis are not 
yet available, for May and June, the 
evidence of weekly shipmemts is such 
as to indicate that the total shipments 
for the first six months of 1914 will 
be at least 500,000, or only 46,000 less 
than the total shipments for the 
twelve months of 1913.” 

A very conservative estinnate of the 
value of these: hogs to the farmer is 
$12.00 per head, or $6,000,000 for the 
six months, or $1,000,000 a month 
for hog products alone. The very 
great bulk of these hogs were mar- 
keted when they were from seven to 
eight months old. 

Effect on Business 

With this enormous amount of 
money coming in, it is not surprising 
that the wholesale trade reports that 
collections, particularly during April, 
May and June were »etter than an- 
ticipated, More than.one manager ‘of 
a wholesale house stated that for- 
merly when accounts were not paid 
before May, they had small hope of 
their being paid before the next crop 
moved, but this year there has been 
a steady reduction of accounts every 
month, and they attributed it to the 
increased amount of cash in circula- 
tion from the sales of hogs and other 
live stock. It must be borne in mind 
that not only has there been an un- 
usual movement of hogs,’ but the 
amount of cattle offered for'sale has 
been larger than anticipated, and the 
increase was not from the ;ranches, 
but from the, smaller stock‘ farms. 

Those who commenced advocating 
mixed farming for the West\a few 
years ago, when every one was\grain 
crazy, may well point with pride ta 
this wonderful record in hog produc: 
tion. They may also take credit to 
themselves for the increase in cattle, 
sheep, poultry, etc., which is also very 
great, although not perhaps so spec: 
tacular as what has been done in 
hogs. The influence of this enormoug 
live stock development is already 
apparent in sounder business con 
ditions in districts in which live stocy 
production centres, 

That the movement may long com 
tinue is the wish of every one whq 
has the true interests of the West a{ 
heart. Mixed farming and mixed 
manufacturing is a sounder policy 
to-day than ever before,

HOW GOLD PENS ARE MADE 


Metallic iridium; used so extensive- 
ly for the points of gold pens, is made 
from the powder obtained in the wet 
way from platinum ore by heating to 
p high heat in a’sand crucible and 
then adding stick phosphorus. The 
iridium, which cannot be melted alono, 
{s thus fused in the form of an irid- 
fum phosphide. To remove the phos- 
phorus the phosphide is heated with 
lime and the iridium is left in the 
form of a hard, white mass. It is now 
so hard that it cannot be filed or cut, 
and is broken up into small pieces for 
soldering to the points of gold pens. 
These small pieces are ground to the 
right size on a copper disk wheel with 
emeéry or carborundum. It is said that 
an ounce of iridium will make from 
6,000 to 10,000 pen points. It has 
also been found that the irfdium thus 
prepared is practically as hard as the 
ruby. No steel tools can make any 
impression upon it. At one time much 
less expensive than platinum, iridi- 
um now is worth more. on account of 
the demand for hard -platinum, in 
which tho iridium is tho hardening

What the” chick re- 
juires for the first‘few days is not 
seed but warmth and rest. 

When the chicks are removed to 
their brooding quarters there should 
be some coarse sand cr fine chick 
grit scattered where they can have 
free access to it. They should then 
be left until they show positive signs 
of hunger which would be between 
the second and third day after hatch- 
ing. They may be given some bread 
crnmbs that have been very slighely 
moistened with milk; this may be 
scattered on clean sand or chick grit. 
If being brooded by a hen she will 
see that no food is. allowed to lie 
around, but if in a brooder that part 
of the food that the chicks do not pick 
up in a few minutes should be re- 
moved as nothing in feeding causes 
so much trouble as leaving food of 
that nature around until it is sour. 

The following daily ration of five 
feeds given about two and a half hours 
apart and continued from the time 
the chicks are two to three days out 
of the shell until 10 or 12 days of age 
may be altered or adopted to suit 
conditions. 

First feed: Dry bread crumbs 
slightly moistened with milk. 

Second feed: Finely cracked mixed 
grains or commercial chick feed. 

Third feed: Rolled oats. 

Fourth feed: Dry bread crumbs 
moistened with milk. 

Fifth feed: Finely cracked mixed 
grains. 

In addition to the above give the 
chicks daily a little green food such 
as grass, lettuce, sprouted oats, etc. 
Do not have the moistened bread 
sloppy but In a crumbly state and 
during this period let the chicks onto 
fresh soil or grass every day if pos- 
sible,

“The battleship Formidable was sunk this morning in the 
Channel, but whether by a mine or submarine is not yet certain.

other vessels.” 


No Location Given 


LONDON, Jan. 1, 1.50 p.m.—The destruction of the British 
battleship Formidable in the English Channel today by a mine or a 
submarine boat, which, although it is one of those events English- 
men realize must be expected as long as the British navy is com- 
pelled to keep to the seas, has caused widespread grief. 


This is due not so much to the loss of the ship, which was 15 
years old and cost about $5,000,000, as it is for the men—600 in num- 
ber—who are believed to have gone down with her. Thus far only 
150 men of the Formidable’s crew of 750 are known to have been 
rescued. A light cruiser picked up 80 and a Torbay trawler landed 
70. Among the rescued are eight officers and six midshipmer. 


The British admiralty has not announced the location where the 
disaster occurred, and declares that it is unable to say whether the 
ship struck a mine or was torpedoed. 


Trawler Rescued Some 


LONDON, Jan.1.—The Torbay trawler Providence has landed 
seventy additional survivors from the battleship Formidable. They 
were rescued by the trawler during a terrific storm this morning. 
This makes the aggrogate number of saved as far as is known 141.

To this situation the war has, of course, largely con- 
tributed; but other causes, including the gener 1 financial depression 
throughout the country, have been operative for some months past. 
The agricultural industry has, naturally, been very widely affected 
by these changing conditions and by the varying situation with 
respect to demand and supply. The rise in the price of grain, to- 
gether with the corresponding fillip to: grain production, represents, 
without doubt, the most outstanding feature of the direction which 
has been given to agricultural aotivity. 


We need, perhaps above all things else, sane, level judgment 
in the conduct of our agricultural affairs during the coming year. 
It is to be expected that grain production will be largely increased. 
The raw products of the soil are, and will be, in demand at remun- 
erative prices. What then is to be said, what course is to be follow- 
ed, with respect to the breeding of live stock? . 


The high price of feed, on the one hand, and relatively low 
prices for market stock, on the other, have resulted in very heavy 
marketing throughoutCanada, particularly in the Western Provinces, 
of the stock, suitable for breeding purposes. Perhaps this was in- 
evitable, but will these conditions continue? Feed grain will, with- 
out doubt, be high in price, but it must never be overlooked that the 
country can maintain very large numbers of live stock on the enor- 
mous quantity of rough fodder which it can produce. To waste this, 
for the sake of the grain which can be grown, would, under the 
present circumstances, be criminal neglect. It is clear, then, that 
the country should conserve its breeding stock. If grain is to be 
grown for sale it. is recommended that plans should be carefully 
thought out ae to the manner in which the greatest quantity of 
rough fodder may become available for feeding purposes and as to 
the means by which this otherwise waste product, together with the 
screenings and unsaleable grain, may be utilized to the best possible 
eavenioer In other words eliminate waste. Do it by feeding live 
stock. 


The present low prices for stock cannot last long, A careful 
review of the world situation makes it olear that there will be a 
shortage next.year. Europe is becoming seriously depleted in both 


_° "breeding and feeding stock. The United States, for ten months of 


the current year, at its leading markets is short 746,045 cattle, 208, 
000 sheep and 1,894,939 hogs. Canada has, as before stated, 
heavily liquidated her breeding animals and, while it may possibly 


maintain its quota next year of cattle and sheep, it ig doubtful if 


more than seventy-five per cent. of the number of hogs will find 
their way to market in 1915, as compared with the current year. 
It is, therefore, a time for live stock men to stay with their trade. 
The present tendency is, of course, all the other way. A safe har- 
vest is likely to be reaped by those who have stock for sale next 
year. Even bankers and business men are of this opinion. 


One word of advice is to be given. Avoid marketing so far as 
it is at all possible to do so during the period of October fifteenth 
to December fifteenth. This is a time of the year when everybody 
else has stock for sale. It is a period when packers know that they 
can fill their cellars with cheap meat. These are the months when 

_ the surplus of the whole country finds its. way to the packing centres. 
It is invariably the period of low prices, uncertain markets and dis- 
appointing returns to the producers. Breed, therefore, to have your 
‘stock available for sale at some other time of the year. Take care 
to provide sufficient winter feed that you may not be forced to sell 
_ the cold weather comes. Above all, conserve your breeding 
stock.

“THE BRAVEST SOLDIER” 
Another of our brave soliders, the 
public will learn with the decpest 
sorrow, has succumbed) to his wounds 
at the Military Hospital. Tho deceas 
ed was Serreant James McHachunic, 

of the lst Cameron HiehJendets. 

The body was borne on! Wednesday 
to the grave in the BrightonBorough 
Cemetery with full military honors, 
From the hospital the coffin was car 
ried by six sergeants of the R.A.M. 
C’, in charge of Sergeant-Major 
Poole and Sergeant-Major Maidlow. 
The gUn carriage was furnished by 
the St. Nicholas company of the 
Church Lads’ Brigade, under Captain 
Standing. Captain Walker and non- 
commissioned officers and'men of the 
R.A.M.C. immediately followed the 
coffin, and behind them came an of- 
ficer and a hundred men of the Ter- 
with thie 
band under Bandmaster Chatfield. A 
firing party of members of tho 6th 
(Cyclist) Battalion of the Royal Sus- 
sex Regiment was also present, und- 
er Sergeant-Instructor Brooker, 

The solemn procession moved to th 
cemetery to the accompaniment of 
funeral music. 

The officiating minister was the 
Rev. Hugh Shearer, the Presbyterian 
military chaplain. Before reading the 
burial service, he gave a short ad- 
dress, in which he quoted the words 
of the deceased’s Commanding Officer 
himself wounded !in the same engage- 
ment, Captain Lord James Stewart 
Murray, the third son of the Duke 
of Atholl. Writing to Mr. Shearer. 
Captain Murray said; ‘“‘He is the 
best and last of my company’s ser- 
geants, and he is the bravest man I 
ever knew, and such a good man.” 
Surely, the chaplain went on to Sav, 
of commendation 


every Soldier wearing the King’s uni- 
form ambitious to be efficient as 1e- 
gards all military duties. and cor- 
rect/in hig behaviour as a man: The 
chaplain expres :ed the sympathy of 
all his comrades and _ friends for 
the sorrowing parents and relatives, 
who were present, for whom they 
prayed that the God of all consola- 
tion might support and comfort them 
in this sad hour of bereavement. 

Among the many wreaths sent was 
one from Captain Lord Murray in 
the form of a_ shield composed of 
red white and blue flowers, and 
white heather. The inscription at- 
tached to the wreath was: ‘In 
memory of the best and last of my 
company’s serreants: the bravest 
soldier I ever knew.” 

The mourners were: Mr. and Mrs. 
MoWachnie ‘(father.and mother), Miss 
Jonas (his flancee), and Mrs. Jonas. 

The wreaths bore the following in-

I wish to convey to you and your 
family my sincerest sympathy in 
your bereavement.

Had he lived, I fear he 
would have been prevented by _ ill- 
health from pursuing that active life 
he would have desired. ‘4 

The Chaplain, Mr. Shearer, writes 
me that ‘‘in all his terrible illness 
he never heard him speak ono voum- 
plaining word.’’ 

Personally, I never met a man 
with a greater moral and physical 
courage, and I shall never forget the 
great help that Ho and Sergt.-Major 
Wood were to us during that verri- 
ble retreat from ;‘Mons,”’ When every 
thine seemed at its worst, and wien 
everyone was tired, these two brave 
soldiers always tried to appear cheer 
ful, never complained, and were ever 
ready :to make the best of everything 
They were very much.attached to 
each other,,and I to them. Now that 
they are both gone, I feel the ioss 
greatly. I feel, howevor, that youl 
son is happier as_ he is, for his moral 
and intellectual standard was 80 
much higher than the average that 1 
do not think he wotld have lived an 
absolutely happy life. 

I am glad that vou and vour wife 
were able to go down to Brighton 
for his funoral, but regret vou were 
not ablo to see Mr. Shearer before 
vou left, as I understand he had 
obtained for you a freo passage buck 
to Glasgow—no doubt you had your 
return ticket however. 

If you would allow me I should 
like to subscribo towards a suitanle 
headstone for vour son’s grave, 

‘I am to be in Glasgow next Mon- 
day arriving at Central Station at 
9-10. I should very much like to 
meet you and would proceed. straight 
to vour house. Would you let me 
know if vou can bo at homo at about 
2.45 ?

Enteric fever is caused by the 
typhoid bacillus, a small red-shaped 
vegetable organism which gains en- 
trance to the body by the mouth, 
generally in infected milk or water. 
This germ multiplies .in .the blood 
very rapidly, so rapidly in facet 
that the numbers can double every 
half hour, and tkey are poiscnous to 
the human system. The poison or 
toxin which they contain gives rise 
to all the symptoms which enable 
physicians to diagnose the condition 
as one due ta this special microbe. 

The cells of the body so attacked 
manufacture a substance to offset 
the toxin formed by the microscopic 
imvaders, and if conditions are favor- 
able in a few weeks have produced a 
sifficiert quantity to destroy the 
effending bacteria and thus allow 
the natural functions of the body to 
become mormal again. If, on the 
other hand, the poison holds the 
upper hand long enough the patient 
is overwhelmed by the onslaught, the 
vital organs are impaired beyond 
any chance of recovery, and another 
preventable death is registered. 

With anti-typhaid vaccination 
scieace has been able to gmatly mini- 
mize the chances of infection. This 
‘s how the miracle is brought about. 
A virulent or deadly  strain--“ot 
typhoid germs are grown in ~ the 
laboratory from the blood of a 
patient. The microbes are killed by 
heat and are then shaken up in a 
weak solution of ordinary salt and 
distilled water. 

By means of special complicated 
methods trained laboratory workers 
are able to estimate tae number of 
bacteria in the mixture. One, thous- 
and million microbes in fifteen drops 
of the preparation is the standard 
usually adopted, and here one has a 
vaccine whieh when infected under 
the skin stimulates the tissues of the 
body to form the same aubstance 
that was produced to combat the 
attack of the living germs. Three 
such injections or inoculations at in- 
tervals, giving very little and somte- 
times no discomfort, protect the in- 
dividual for several years. Typhoid 
fever is no longer a menace. 

The Canadian troops training for 
service overseas ane all being vaccin- 
ated, and they can with confidence 
look forward to » campaign unham+ 
pered by typhoid epidemics such as 
have in previous wars bean more 
demoralizing to the army than the 
bullets of the enemy.
